REGENTS TAKING STEPS 
T0 AID MEDICAL RATING 


Weltner Going to Chicago 
Soon in Effort to Restore 
College’s Rank. 


The board of regents of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia will take whatever 
steps are necessary to restore the 
Class A rating of the university’s 
school of medicine at Augusta, Chan- 
cellor Philip Weltner told a delegation 
of prominent Augusta citizens Mon- 
day after they had requested immedi- 
ate action to keep the school from 
losing its membership in the Associa- 
tion of American Medical Colleges. 

The rating of the school was re- 
duced to Class B recently by the 
American Medical Association. 


Chancellor Weltner told the Augus- 
ta delegation, headed by Senator Wil- 
liam H. Lester and Representative 
Roy V. Harris, that he would go to 
Chicago next week to lay before med- 
ical association officials and heads of 
the college association facts which he 
said they did not obtain during their 
inquiry into the Augusta school and 
added that he believed that when the 
information he had was made known 
the rating would be restored. 

“Tt will take more than $100,000 a 
year to properly operate the medical 
school,” the chancellor said. “This 
year it will have something less than 
$80,000, but we are going to do the 
best we can with it and try to get the 
institution more money next year.” 

Chancellor Weltner accompanied 
the Augusta group to Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge’s office where the chief 
executive said that “everything possi- 
ble to restore the school’s high stand- 
ards will be done.” 

It is expected that a number of Au- 
gusta citizens will accompany Mr.

South Carolina Senate Body

Bill. | 


By the Associated Press. 

The Virginia legislature yesterday 
moved toward providing legal whisky 
for the state by early in March while 
the South Carolina lawmakers remain- 
ed’ at home as the senate finance com- 
mittee had ready the annual appropri- 
ation bill. 

The Virgivia whisky bill was expect- 
ed to reach the governor by Wednes- 
day and an emergency clause makes it 
effective with 15 days from the date 
it is signed. 

After he signs the bill, Governor 
Perry will be faced with the task of 
appointing a liquor control board 
which will be empowered to manu- 
facture, distill and sell liquor in a 
state dispensary system. It also will 
be empowered to cut prices in order 
to fight bootlegging. 

The senate meanwhile called upon 
the state department of education to 
redivide the state into school districts, 
decreasing the number now in exist- 
ence, before any new taxes are levied 
for school purposes. : 

The South Carolina appropriation 
measure will be presented to the sen- 
ate tomorrow. 

A special sub-commiitee meanwhile 
surveyed the field for sources of reve- 
nue with the view of increasing teach- 
ers’ salaries by 10 per cent.

EDUCATIONAL ECONOMIES 


APPROVED BY VIRGINIANS 
RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 19.—(4)— 
Senator Robert O. Norris today led 
the senate in a united approval of his 
resolution calling for educational econ- 
omies before new taxes are levied for 
the public school. 

The resolution called upon the de- 
partment of education to rearrange the 
state in the public school divisions to 
reduce the number of division super- 
intendents by 50 per cent at a sav- 
ing of $125,000 in their salaries, and 
many more thousands in overhead.

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SALES TAX CONFERENCE 
OPENS IN INDIANAPOLIS

Permanent Organization of 
Enforcing Officials Is 
Undertaken. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 19.—()—~ 
Steps to form a permanent organiza- 
tion wherever a state sales tax is in 
effect were taken today by representa- 
tives of 17 states attending a tax con- 
ference here. 


James E. Mogan, managing director 
of the Michigan sales tax, was made 
temporary chairman of the meeting 
which will continue through tomorrow. 
He appointed a committee on perma- 
nent organization consisting of A. J. 
Maxwell, commissioner of the depart- 
ment of revenue of North Carolina; 
A. H. Stone, director of the state tax 
department of Mississippi; A. F. 
Walsman, of Indiana, and Fred EF. 
Stewart, of California. 

; Sales Tax Functioning. 

The opening session was devoted to 
an explanation of gross income and 
sales tax laws functioning in the vari- 
ous states. Director Stone said there 
had been a sale tax in Mississippi in 
some form or other and on certain 
articles since 1915. He said that al- 
though Mississippi had a small popula- 
tion, the sales tax collections amount- 
ed to more than $4,000,000 last year. 

Enactment of federal legislation 

which would permit individual states 
to tax incoming interstate shipments 
of goods sold at retail was approved 
“in principle” by the conference. 
_ Formal action on a resolutien eall- 
ing on the congress to pass such legis- 
lation and asking President Roosevelt 
to give it his approval probably will 
be taken tomorrow, after the tax offi- 
cials have formally organized. 

Ten of the states represented have 
a sales tax but, according to the 
speakers, have been unable to collect 
on interstate shipments sold at retail.

Stewart, a member of the state 
board of equalization in California, 
told the meeting that his state was 
losing $8,000,000 a month because 
there was no law to enforce the col- 
lection of the state tax on interstate 
shipments. 

A copy of a proposed law to be sub- 
mitted to congress at the present ses- 
sion was submitted by Harry MeMul- 
lan, director of collections and assess- 
ments for the North Carolina depart- 
ment of revenue, and formed the basis 
of discussion on that subject. 

McMullan, Stewart. Neil H. Jacoby, 
Supervisor of research in the Illinois 
department of finance, and Ward led 
the discussions, James E. Mogan, 
managing director of the Michigan 
Sales tax. was the temporary chair- 
man of the meeting. 

Commissioner Maxwell, of North 
Carolina, was scheduled to discuss at 
the afternoon session a bill which he 
helped draft for possible enactment by 
congress and which would enable 
states to levy prevailing sales tax on 
incoming interstate transactions. The 
courts have held that such a tax could 
not be assessed under present laws. 

Southern states represented at the 
conference here include Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippl. Missouri, North Carolina and 
South Carolina.

Overcome with grief, both gave way 
to long-restrained feelings.

She 
and the crown prince are expecting 
a third child, 

Court attaches described rumors 
that the king had been depressed men- 
tally before his death as untrue and 
imaginative.

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Third Supply Bill 
Is Passed by Senate 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(?)— 
The senate today passed the $820,- 
000,000 treasury-postoffice appropria- 
tion bill and returned it to the house 
for action on senate amendments. - 

The measure carried $12,000,000 
for air mail, a reduction of $2,000,- 
000 under the house figure. 

It was the third of the nine regular 
supply bills for the next fiscal year 
to pass the senate—the others 
the naval and interior bills. 

The measure was approved in less 
than ten minutes and without debate. 

The senate today ignored cries of 
“socialism” and approved a provision 
in the $820,000,000 treasury-postof- 
fice supply bill to permit the post- 
office department to manufacture and 
repair furniture and other equipment 
at a public works-supported factory at 
Reedsville, W. Va. 

A vote of 34 to 29 upheld an ap- 
propriations committee amendment 
eliminating a house provision to bar 
use of funds for the new work, which 
those in charge of the legislation 
agreed was the first experiment in the 
administration’s effort to create new 
industrial centers and _ subsistence 
projects in outlying districts suffer- 
ing from unemployment.

The three-power declaration signi- 
fies not only a common attitude but 
common action if necessary to pre- 
cob a free Austria, the newspaper 
said. 


VIENNA AGAIN NAMED 
AS GUNS ARE SILENCED 


VIENNA, Feb. 19.—Out of the de- 
bris of their shell-wrecked apartment 
houses came housewives today, going 
about their daily lives. 

They stared at the desolation sur- 
rounding them, then slowly went on 
their way to market. 

It is hard to choose the most badly 
wrecked apartment block. The Goethe 
Hof looks terrible until you come to 
the Schlinger Hof. That looks bad 
until you compare it with the Reu- 
mann Hof and the memory of that 
fades before the desolation at the Ot- 
takring. 

The Austrian government sent an- 
other socialist—the eighth—to the gal- 
lows for insufrectionary activities to- 
night and very gently took to pieces 
the monument to the republic—for 
transport to the municipal museum. 

First, bus after bus with bayonet- 
bearing police was rushed to the spot 
near the parliament where the pol- 
ished granite memorial to the republic 
and its founder stood. 

Parliament itself was “sent to a 
museum” almost a year ago by Chan- 
ecellor Dollfuss, but its beautiful build- 
ing, erected under the old imperial 
regime, stood just as it was when the 
little chancellor drove its deputies out 
with a few-score plain-clothed police- 
men. 

The monument to the republic, how- 
ever, honored three socialist leaders 
of the 1918 revolution—Victor Adler, 
Jakob Reumann, and Ferdinald Han- 
usch—and the removal of their of- 
fending bronze visages became inevi- 
table the day an armed uprising of 
the republican guard was crushed 
with steel last week. 


NAZIS ISSUE ULTIMATUM 
TO CHANCELLOR DOLLFUSS 

MUNICH, Germany, Feb. 19.—() 
Austrian nazis, through their exiled 
leader, Theodore Habicht, issued an 
ultimatum to Chancellor Dollfuss to- 
night, giving him eightdays “to think 
it over’ and the choice between tak- 
ing the nazis into the government or 
facing another “fight.” 

Habicht announced an _ eight-day 
“truce” in which his followers are 
forbidden to attack the Austrian gov- 
ernment “in word, writing, or other 
means” on penalty of expulsion from 
the party. 

His speech was broadcast. 

Habicht warned if, at the expira- 
tion of the “truce on February 28 
at noon” Austria did not give a sat- 
isfactory reply he would order a re- 
sumption of the “fight.” 

He said he expected the Austrian 
government to respect the rights of 
Austrian nazis to solicit memberships

“Public Makes Own Rates.” 

If the Atlanta accident situation 
continues to grow worse at its pres- 
ent rate, there is likelihood that an- 
other increase in liability insurance 
rates will be placed on the city in 
the near future, said W. Eugene Har- 
rington, prominent insurance man. 

“The public makes its own rates 
in liability insurance,” Harrington 
said. “The companies have to collect 
enough to pay ‘heir losses, and if the 
situation gets any worse they will be 
forced to go up again. The increase 
in liability rates costs Atlanta more 
in insurance than the city would pay 
for additional necessary protection, If 
enough policemen were added to the 
force to bring down the accident toll, 
the savings in rates would more than 
pay their salaries, One accident policy 
on which a company suffers a loss 
might cost as much as a policeman’s 
salary for five years. The rates are 
usually fixed once a year, but if the 
situation gets much worse there might 
be an emergency increase.” 

Harrington said that the rates are 
based on the experience of several 
years, and that if the rates’ were 
based wholly on last year’s accident 
figures they would be much higher. 

Drive To Be Continued. 

Gratified over the results shown 
during the first three weeks of the 
campaign, the safety committee of 
the motor club authorized the con- 
tinuance of a safe-driving movement 
started by Secretary Jack Strouss to 
reduce traffic law violations.

Federal credits for the repopula- 
tion of Georgia's idle farms is urged 
in a statement issued by Lincoln 
McConnell, state director of re- 
employment, as the only way in 
which the unemployment situation 
in Georgia can be permanently 
solved. 

With more than 250,000 persons 
on the unemployment rolls of the 
state, Mr. McConnell lists the return 
of the 75,000 former farmers to 
the tilling of the land as the most 
vitally important task faced, from 
the standpoint of the public wel- 
fare. 

He suggests the setting up of a 
federal relief organization for the 
specific purpose of extending loans 
for a period of years to the un-

“The rates for automobile insur- 
ance must reflect the record of the 
insured automobile owners in any 
territory.’’ 

Atlanta automobile owners, who 
claimed damages for personal injury 
in 6.7 cases for each 100 cars in- 
sured during 1932, thus are in- 
formed why accident liability rates 
are increased approximately 10 per 
cent. 

Translated in terms of dollars the 
new rate imposed by the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Un- 
derwriters causes the owner of a 
medium or light weight passenger 
car to pay $36 for a $5,000 per- 
sonal injury policy instead of $33.

They 
material profits at once, but they 
will at least not be dependent upon 
charity for shelter, food and the 
necessities of life.

The profound anxiety in regard to 
world affairs with which the new year 
is approached is referred to by the 
archbishop of York, Dr. Temple in the 
York Diocesan Leaflet. “There is 
no immédiate danger of an interna- 
tional conflagration, and to let anx- 
iety develop into fright or panic would 
be inexcusable,” says the archbishop, 
“but the dangers before the world 
are obvious. It is universally recog- 
nized that unless the nations can learn 
to live together as members of a 
family they must be in constant peril 
of war, and we all know that a future 
war will be vastly more destructive 
than was even the last. Yet at every 
point, so soon as the nations have 
agreed that common action should be 
taken, they all fall back upon a pure- 
ly self-centered outlook in discussing 
what that action is to be. Consequent- 
ly nothing is done except that disap- 
pointment and irritation are in- 
creased. 

“What is quite certain is that if 
Europe drifts into another war it 
will thoroughly deserve the destruc- 
tion in which it will be involved. It 
seems to me,” goes on the archbishup, 
“that our own church as a living so- 
ciety, is not yet in earnest in the 
service of peace. The official utter- 
ances are sound, of course, but by 
themselves they are impotent. The 
church in its impact on the world 
is the average congregation. No doubt 
we all want peace. But do we know 
the things that belong unto peace? 
Are we praying and expecting that 
our fellowship in Christ with men of 
other nations may be found strong 
enough to unite us with them in resist- 
ance to any selfish policy on the part 
of our respective countries? Are we 
praying—with desire and confidence 
—for the elimination of ill-will? 

“These are among the tasks of the 
body ‘of Christ in the world today. 
We are not neglecting them, but 
neither are we dedicating ourselves 
to them.”

Judge Upholds Decision Not 
To Summon U. S. Senator 
in Trial. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 19.—(?) 
Prosecuting counsel, split in twain, 
exchanged charges of “politics” today 
while J. I. Reece, on trial accused of 
stealing $100,000 of bonds from the 
state insurance department, which he 
formerly headed, sat quietly close by. 

After several hours of oratorical 

pyrotechnics, Criminal Judge Charles 
Gilbert declined to override the deci- 
sion of District Attorney General 
Richard M. Atkinson not to summon 
United States Senator Nathan 1! 
Bachman and four. others, but did 
rant the request of Seth M. Walker, 
awyer employed by Governor McAlis- 
ter in the Reece prosecution, that the 
court itself issue subpoenas for 17 
persons. He held that the prosecu- 
tor’s exercise of discretion by failing 
to summon those had been “arbi- 
trary.” 

But as for Senator Bachman, Paul 
Davis and Vance Alexander, bankers, 
and J. J. Lynch and A. V. Louthan, 
attorneys, Judge Gilbert pointed out 
that Atkinson had explained he did 
not want these to testify because of 
his opinion they were “conspirators.” 
Without passing on the correctness or 
incorrectness of that opinion, the court 
said he would not say the prosecu- 
tor’s failure to summon them “clearly 
shows he abused his discretion.”

Bobby Jones has the world’s great- 


est golf swing. And Buddy Jones, 
when he is trying, has the world’s 
greatest skeet swing. 

There is, of course, no rightful com- 
parison between golf and skeet. Ex- 
cept in the matter of swing and tim- 
ing. It is an entirely different swing 
and entirely different timing. But 
the principle is related. 

CO-ORDINATION. 

Golf requires little more co-ordi- 
nation and concentration than skeet. 
Because in skeet one must swing a 
gun on a line from the trap house atd 
lead the fast-flying target just the 
right distance to consistently turn in 
good scores.

LESS THAN SIX HOURS. 

He required less than six hours to 
complete the 1,000 targets. He didn’t 
leave the field nor did he eat. It 
seemed after a while, he said, like be- 
ing on a slow motion merry-go-round. 
And the exploding shells making his 
ears ring like a calliope. 

Approximately half a mile of steady 
walking was required. 

Jones broke 125 straight targets 
Sunday at the West End Gun Club, 
using a 16-guage pump gun. The 
records were checked up yesterday 
and it was discovered that for this 
guage gun, Emperor Jones, of skeet- 
dom, has only 58 more to break to 
take over another world’s record. 

He hopes to make it more than 229 
straight when he renews his assault 
on the straight record next Sunday at 
the West End Gun Club. Should he 
accomplish this, he will make a clean 
sweep of all the existing world 
straight records. There are six such 
records. 

CONSECUTIVELY. 

The straight record does not have 
to be fired all in one day. But it 
must be done consecutively. There 
must be no intermediate shooting. 

Another record held by Buddy Jones 
is 17 perfect scores in a single day. 
He ran 121 without a miss during 
this performance. And that was his 
best straight achievement prior to 
Sunday’s 125 

Cool as frost on a pumpkin, right 
knee slightly bent, hips and shoulders 
pivoting in perfect timing as he spots 
the target, the champion skeet shoot- 
ter is a picture of rhythm. 

If you've got rythm you needn't 
ask for anything more. Everythinz 
else eventually will come. Or at 
least that is what Buddy Jones con- 
tends. Withal, his popularity is ex- 
ceeded only by his ability to shoot.

Young Travis 
Is Baseball 
Prodigy

Before you start arguing about your 
“boy wonders” in baseball, allow yours 
truly to put in a word or so about 
young Cecil Travis, 
third-basing prodigy from ‘Fayette- 
ville, Ga., who is going up for a sec- 
ond trial with Washington this year. 

Cecil Travis won’t be of voting age 
until sometime in August. He had

never played much baseball of any 
kind until he reported to the Chatta- 
nooga Lookouts in the fall of 1951 
after three days in Kid Eberfeld’s 
baseball school here. 

The baseball school broke up three 
days after young Travis joined it and 
the Kid took him to Chattanooga. He

didn’t even have a uniform at the 
time. 

Bert Niehoff, the Chattanooga man- 
ager, put him on third base in the 
middle of August and he played there 
the rest of the season, batting .425 
in some 20 ball games. 

The Lookouts were out of the race 
and Bert didn’t mind experimenting. 
It was one of the best experiments 
that Bert ever made. 

The next year, 1932 young Travis 
didn’t do a thing but hit for a .362 
average and help bat the Lookouts 
into their first Southern league pen- 
nant since the Spanish-American war, 
and also the Dixie series champion- 
ship. 

Last year, he slumped a little, bat- 
ting only .352 in 129 games. This aver- 
age «does not include 18 games he 
played with Washington, where he 
broke in with 5 hits against Cleve- 
land in his first major league appear- 
ance. 

Few infielders in Southern league 
history, young or old, can boast of an 
average above .350 for three years. 

The boy needs just a little fielding 
polish, that’s all. He is a natural 
born hitter if there ever was one. 

This spring, Jone Cronin and Ossie 
Bluege, whom he is destined to re- 
place at third base, will take him in 
charge and teach him the fine points 
about fielding. 

Young Travis is somewhat larger 
than the average third baseman, bhe- 
ing around six feet and of good 
weight. He has a strong throwing

_After he learns a few more of the 
fine points about fielding, he will be 
ready. 

Tubby Walton, Atlanta’s popular 
restaurateur gets credit for discover- 
ing Travis. 

His feat of going from the sand- 
lots to the majors in three years 
should be an eternal example to the 
boys of the small towns, who do not 
have the advantages of early coach- 
ing.

PRESS FREEDOM 
GUARDED BY CODE 


President Approves <Ae- 
cord To Regulate News- 
paper Wages, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—()— 

President Roosevelt has assured news- 
paper publishers their constitutional 
freedom of expression will not be cur- 
tailed. 
He gave this assurance in approv- 
ing a code covering newspaper pub- 
lishing and at the same time request- 
ed that @ review of the code’s labor 
sections be made by the national re- 
covery administration. 

The executive order passing the 
code, signed Saturday but not made 
public until today, required reports 
within 60 days on newsboy employ- 
ment, and on provisions to establish 
maximum hours and minimum wages 
for reporters and editorial writers. 

The president accompanied this 
with a request that large metropoli- 
tan dailies, specifically those in cities 
of 750, or more which have circu- 
lation of 75.000 or more, immediate- 
ly establish the five-day, 40-hour week. 
in their news departments. 

Mr. Roosevelt expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the child. labor provisions 
of the code as drawn and coupled his 
assurance of freedom of the press with 
caustic criticism of the declaration 
insisted upon by many publishers as 
a part of the code. 

“The recitations of the freedom of 
the press clause in the code,” he said, 
“has no more place here than would 
the recitation of the whole constitu- 
tion or of the Ten Commandments. 
The freedom guaranteed by the con- 
stitution is freedom of expression and 
that will be scrupulously respected— 
but it is not freedom to work children, 
or do business in a firetrap or vio- 
late the laws against obscenity, libél, 


‘and lewdness.” 


One section permits the executive 
to impose a code or conditions if 
“abuses inimical to the public inter- 
est” are found by him to exist in any 
industry. Such imposed requirements 
are made by the law mandatory on 
those covered. 

The code includes the following pro- 
visions: 

Maximum hours for accounting, 
clerical, office, service, and sales em 
ployes (except outside salesmen, repre- 
sentatives, drivers, circulation men)— 
cities of more than 50,000 population, 
40: between 25,000 and 50,000, 44; 
less than 25,000, 48. 

Code authority to obtain data neces- 
sary to determine maximum hours and 
minimum wages for editorial men (re- 
porters and editors). 

Minimum wages for accounting. 
clerical, office, service and sales em- 
ployes; from $15 a week in cities of 
more than 500,000 to $11 in cities of 
less than 25,000. 

Minimum wages for 
men, 40 cents an hour. 

All employes to have the right to 
bargain collectively with employers 
without restraint or coercion. 

Boys under 16 years old not to be 
employed except: To sell papers oa 
the street thetween 7 a. m. and 7 p. 
m. winters, and 7 a. m. 8 p. m. sum- 
mers, providing school not interfered 
with; to deliver papers; to do not 
more than 3 hours of part-time work 
in the office, not in the mechanical or 
manufacturing departments daily. 


ROUSEVELT INDURSES 
CITY BANKRUPTCY BILL 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 19.—(h)— 
President Roosevelt wants congress 
to do a good turn for cities gone bust. 

Specifically, he has made known to 
congressional leaders that he would 
like to see the Wilcox municipal bank- 
ruptey bill passed this session. 

The bill involves lightening that big 
bundle of debts under which the little 
Mr. Taxpayer of the cartoons bends 
his puny back. 

The hill would provide a forum 
where distressed cities (as well as 
counties and minor political subdi- 
visions) could get together with cred- 
itors in federal court and effect an 
“adjustment of their indebtedness.” 

Last spring the house passed this 
bill. The senate judiciary committee 
has it now. 

The president’s wishes were commu- 
nicated to Chairman Ashurst, demo- 
crat, Arizona, of the senate judiciary 
committee, and Chairman Sumner, 
democrat, Texas, of the house judiciary 
committee. Mr. Roosevelt indicated the 
measure was in line with his plan 
for cutting interest rates as well as 
releiving cities which have defaulted 
on their bonds, 

The bill says cities may take re- 
course to the courts only if they want 
to. They can't be forced to, as under 
present bankruptcy laws. 

An agreement among two-thirds of 
the creditors is binding on all, and 
has to be approved by a federal court. 

The measure is an emergency idea, 
and would be éffective for two years.

THE WIND TODAY. 

Reports on winds usually start out 
by giving the direction of the wind, 
but this one is just going to say that 
it is blowing from every direction at 
the same time, and that if you hap- 
pen to get caught where these merry 
little breezes converge, you leave that 
spot very much the worse for wear. 
Which brings to mind a book that I 
am enjoying a great deal. It is not 
a new book, bit any book is new un- 
til you’ve read it, and since I know 
the author and have admired him for 
some years, it is particularly interest- 
ing.

DEPRESSES GRAINS} 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—(UP)— 
Uncertainty continued to dominate 
stock market outlook tonight despite 
definitely better industrial reports. 

A reaction in the last hs!f hour of 
trading today—one which resulted in 
losses ranging from fractions to 3 
points—was unexplained except by the 
term of “uncertainty.” One group be- 
lieved part of the selling movement 
was a result of unhappiness because 
expected announcement from Wash- 
ington on silver had not been forth- 
coming. 

. But this was only one uncertainty. 
Others included: 

Various investigations now under 
way plus growing antagonism in Wall 
Street to the proposed Fletcher-Ray- 
burn bill for stock market regulation. 

Failure of commodity markets to 
show any definite rallying power. 

Possible effect of the Texas court 
decision outlawing the oil code and 
oil regulatory measures, despite Secre- 
tary Ickes’ announcement that the 
code will be formed. 

BIG OPERATORS ABSENT. 

Absenee from the market of many 
of the big operators. Included in this 
category are such famous figures as 
Ben Smith, who is traveling around 
the world; Matthew Brush and Tom 
Bragg, who apparently are headed for 
China. 

Decline in earnings of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company of New York, 
plus the agitations raised by various 
utility bills now pending before the 
New York legislature and the effect 
their passage might have on other 
states considering utility action. 

Most of these uncertainties are 
question marks without any concrete 
answer at the moment, but they are 
sufficient to discourage many persons 
from entering the market. Sideline 
positions appear warranted as resuli 
of this, vet business conditions are 
more bullish than they have been for 
months, 

FAVORABLE POINTS.

DISCRIMINATION DENIED 
IN CWA SCHOOL RELIEF 


Funds Divided According to 
States’ Needs, Hopkins 
Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(?)— 
In a denial that there was discrimi- 
nation in apportionment of civil 
works money for schools, Harry L. 
Hopkins, civil works administrator, 
said today the funds were being divid- 
ed among states according to their 
need and their disposition to help 
themselves. 

Reports have come from Georgia 
that the state was being treated un- 
fairly in the distribution of money 
for current operating expenses of 
schools. 

Mr. Collins, stite superintendent of 
education, wired Representative Ram- 
speck, of Georgia, stating he under- 
stood the state was required to bor- 
row on anticipated revenue’ from 
taxes for school purposes, while allo- 
cations to near-by states were not so 
conditioned. 

Hopkins said all states were treat- 
ed alike, that those which tried to 
help themselves would receive first 
consideration. 

The administrator recalled that one 
state had issued bonds for school 
funds annually for several years but 
abandoned the idea of a new issue 
when civil works money appeared 
available. 

Senator George, democrat, Geor- 
gia, said today he would press for a 
committee hearing on his bill to grant 
$150,000,000 for aid to needy schools 
through this and the next term, but 
he expressed doubt the measure 
would pass. He said President Roose- 
velt apparently feared a direet appro- 
priation would lead to larger demand 
in the future for federal aid to 
schools. 

The senator expressed the opinion 
that congress should designate a defi- 
nite sum so the schools could operate 
with certainty of funds withont being 
subject “to the will” of the civil 
works administrator.

WASHINGTON, Ga., 
The model for Eli Whitney’s first 
power cotton gin, lost to the world 
for more than a century, has been 
found here by J. Luke Burdette near 
his home six miles east of Washinz- 
ton. The model is said to comprise 
the same principles of the gin of 
today. 

The discovery was made after a 
neighbor, while chatting with Mr. Bur- 
dette about various topics concerning 
the history of the community, related 
that ‘“‘there’s an old relic which 
I know nothing about” that has prob- 
ably been in an old barn at home 
for more than 100 years. 

Being an authority on the history 
of Whitney’s activities, it took little 
description to arouse Mr. Burdette to 
the point.of making an immediate in- 
vestigation. And the following morn- 
ing the model again was resting in 
the original house (now used ag a 
barn house on the Burdette farm) 
in which the inventor constructed it, 
probably in 1790. 


Seeking water power to drive the 
world’s first cotton gin, an invention 
inspired by the wife of General Na- 
thanael Greene, of Revolutionary 
fame, Whitney came from Chatham 
county to Wilkes and erected his 
workshop near a dam on Upton creek 
about 1790. This also was later the 
site of Georgia’s first cotton mill, 
known as Bolton’s factory, erected in 
1811. 

The new machine for separating 
lint cotton from seed was never fully

protected by patents. However, ali 
went well until a man named Lyons, 
who had a smooth and effeminate face, 
dressed as a woman and along with 
his wife and other women, visited the 
gin shop. Later, Lyons and his asso- 
ciates were manufacturing similar ma- 
chines with improvements. In order 
to keep out the public, Whitney had 
installed long and narrow windows, 
which were protected with iron bars. 


Despite royalties granted to the 
young Massachusetts lawyer-inventor 
by North Carolina and Tennessee, and 
the alleged gift of $50,000 by the leg- 
islature of South Carolina, litigation 
laid low the infant enterprise. Accord- 
ingly, ginnery, workshop and 80 acres 
<A land, including the dam, were for 
sale. 

The purchase was made by Thomas 
Talbot, brother of Mathew Talbot, 
who later became one of the nine gov- 
ernors of Georgia furnished by Wilkes 
county. Talbot removed the building, 
which housed Whitney’s shop and its 
effects, to ““Mount Pleasant,” his home, 
which was two miles distant.

Clean, Roomy, Airy Quarters 


By WHITNER CARY. 

The grinding voice of a steam shov- 
el eating out dirt for the foundations 
of the new cell house of the Atlanta 
police station started late last week. 
Ten months from now the new build- 
ing will be completed and the remod- 
eling of the present station into ad- 
ministration quarters will be finished. 

When that date arrives the over- 
crowded and unsanitary conditions 
which have existed so long at the 
present quarters and which have prov- 
ed a black mark against this city will 
be at an end. 

No more will 40 or more prisoners 
be forced to occupy space intended 
for-14. No more will unfortunate 
prisoners be forced to seek a bed on 
No more will those incar- 
cerated be forced to live like cattle, so 
crowded together that they have been 
heard to cry out in their distress, 
“For God’s sake take me out of here 
so I can plead guilty and be sent to 
a Georgia chain gang.” I could go 
on almost indefinitely in an attempt 
to paint a picture of conditions at the 
present station—conditions which the 
officials in charge are powerless to 
combat because of the actual physical 
limitations of the building. But this 
story has to do with the new jail. A 
building of which any city might well

Garage in Basement. 
The new building will consist of 


| five stories and a basement, the lat- 


ter to be used as a garage. 

On reaching the jail the patrol 
wagon will enter a gate which can 
be automatically locked once the wag- 
on passes through. Thus when it has 
reached the unloading place an at- 
tempted break by the prisoners would 
do them no good as they will be in a 
locked-in enclosure, 


On alighting, the prisoners will en- | 
ter the first floor and go immediately | 


into the booking room, where the 
charges will be entered against them. 
From this room they will pass into 
a room where they will be searched 
and their possessions taken charge of. 
The latter are to be placed in another 
room known as the custodian’s room, 
which will have ample space to store 
in safety all the belongings of the 
prisoners. 

Through this preliminary reception 
the prisoner will be whisked to an 
elevator, which will have a space in-

Eight Hospital Rooms. 

The second floor will answer the 
prayer of any prisoner who may have 
been beaten or injured before enter- 
ing the jail. Here will be stationed 
an interne on duty at all times, Eight 
hospital rooms will be ready to receive 
the injured. A separate ward will be 
able to accomodate four or five more. 

The rest of this floor will be used 
as the women’s section of the jail. 
The white and colored will, of course, 
be separated. Bunks for 38 prisoners 
and a large exercise court will make 
overcrowding impossible. In addition 
to the bunks, there will be seven cells, 
which will be allotted either to the 
worst type of prisoner, who requires 
solitary confinement, or to the better 
class of wrongdoer, who is not a 
criminal, but who has strayed from 
the straight and narrow path through 
some minor infraction. 

The third floor will contain sepa- 
rate quarters for white and colored 
men. Each section is to contain 23 
individual cells, two wards which will 
accomodate a dozen men each, and 
14 rooms which will take care of four 
men each. On this floor will be found 
three felony cells in each section. 

These felony cells, as the name im- 
plies, will be used to house the more 
dangerous type of criminal. The cells 
will be built of tool-proof steel, im- 
pregnable against any file or saw the 
prisoner might use. A like number of 
these felony cells will be on the fourth 
and fifth floors. 

Remote Control for Doors. 

Another interesting feature of these 
felony cells is the fact that they will 
open by remote control. Many times 
in the past a guard unlocking a pris- 
oner’s door has been attacked. These 
felony cells are to be provided with 
automatic locks which will allow the
